| Dacing Girl’ or any other daughter 
of Eve to weave a web of tempestu- 
ous passion for the ensnaring of the 
souls of men, but Virginia Harned did it 
at the Suburban last night—and, appar- 
ently, to the high satisfaction of a 
crowded house. Henry Arthur Jones’ 
story of the Quaker maiden who pre- 
ferred the fleshpots of Egypt to the self- 
denying faith of her fathers was told in 
all its intensity—including the famous 
“Harden fall’ down a. staircase, which 
was one of the prime elements of the 
first American hit of the play. 

This fall, however, provoked by the 
denunciation of Drusilla Ives, ‘“‘the 
dancing girl,’’ by her stern old father 
in the third act, where he discovers that 
she is the notorious Diana Valrose of 
evil London life, is not by any means 
the most impressive: moment of the 
drama. There are at least two emotion- 
al climaxes which surpass it in legiti- 
mate dramatic power—those of the scene 
where Drusilla does her ultimate best 
for the tempting and ruination of John 
Christison, and where she casts off Val- 
entine Danecourt, Earl of Guisebury, 
upon learning of the wreck of his for- 
tunes. In these scenes Miss Harned was 
distinctly at her strongest, and in the 
first she led up to a hit by A. H. Van 
Buren, as John Christison, which was 
really the big hit of the night, while in 
the second, William Courtenay, her 
leading man, did his most. effective 
work. 


Miss Harned plays the role of Drusilla 
precisely, I imagine, as that character 
was conceived by its creator—an utter- 
ly soulless, vanity-loving, cold and cruel 
woman—and the result is :: portrait of 
exceptional strength in moral ugliness. 
Iiut it is also a repellant and depressing 
portrait, because a natur2 as balily 
hard and unloving as that of Drusilla 
cannot but impress the average mind as 
being monstrous, void of the faintest 
reason for an excusing of its sins and 
itself destroying all possible sympathy 
or regret for its final tragic fate. Nev- 
ertheless, it has to be played along 
these lines—a Camille without Camille’s 
natural loveliness of soul—and Miss 
Harned is artist enough to mect the re- 
quirements of the situation. She scored 
an undeniable success with last night’s 
house in so doing, repulsive though 
Drusilla lived in memory thereafter.

Herself for Many Beat- 
/ ings, She Says.

Mrs. Lily Lark, a half-breed Cherokee, 
held William Kinney against the wal: of 


‘a;th her left hand while she plunged 
a knife into his abdomen with her right 
hand. 

For four years Mrs. Lark and Kinney 
had iived together. Frequently, she says, 
he struck her and she took his abuse 
ineekly. When she went to Huber’s and 
cemanded that he go with her to their 
iome, 826 Brooklyn street, he slapped 
her on the neck, she says. All the ‘ury 
of her Indian nature was aroused and 
she sought revenge for all past abuses 
vith a quick stroke of her knife. 

Now she is a prisoner at the North 
Market Street Station, awaiting the out- 
come of Kinney’s injuries. Physicians 
at the City Hospital say they are seri-

“He’s not hurt bad,’ she suid Mon- 
cay.

That was the only name he had among 
the Indians, she says, but he afterward 
acquired the added name of ‘Nickie’’ 
from the white persons in North Carv- 
lina, for whom he acted as interpreter. 

Her mother, Mrs. Lark says, was a 
French woman, reared in England, who 
came to North Carolina as an immi- 
grant. Mrs. Lark’s maiden name was 
Lillie Tuscumlum and- she went to 
school for a time at Carlisle, Pa. 

When she was about 17 years old her 
parents gave her $2500, she said, and she 
started out for herself in the world. She 
came to St. Louis about twelve years 
ago and later married Robert Lark. 
When her money ran out she went to 
work as a janitress and is still employed 
in that capacity in the Liggett Build- 
ing. 

Left Lark Four Years Ago. 

About four years ago she separated 
from Lark and later took up with Kin- 
ney. She never applied for a divorce 
and neither did Lark, according to her 
story.

Seven new indictments against E@- 
ward G. Lewis, president of the Peo- | 


Publishing Co., were made public Mon- 


were kept secret until Lewis and other 
defendants were notified to appear to 
give bond. 

In one indictment Lewis and Francis 
V. Putnam,-cashier of the bank, and 
treasurer of the publishing company, 
are charged with using the mails in fur- 
therance of a scheme to defraud the 
stockholders of the bank. 

It is charged in the indictment that 





receiver, Lewis and Putnam mailed 
‘“glittering’’ prospectuses to the stock- 
holders, asking them to send in their 
bank stock and receive in return for it 
stock of the publishing company and 
the personal notes of Lewis. The Gov- 
ernment charges that by this means the 
whole number of stockholders were de- 
frauded out of $1,500,000. 

Lewis and Putnam gave bond on this 
indictment in the sum of $3000 each, 

A new indictment was also returned 
against Lewis, Frank J. Cabot and Wil- 
liam M. Miller, charging a conspiracy to 
defraud the Government on postage 
rates on the mailing of the Lewis publi- 
cation. This indictment was made nec- 
essary by technical errors in One Tre- 
turned by a previous grand jury. 

Four indictments were returned 
against Lewis alone, charging him with 
a scheme to defraud through the Peo- 
ple’s United States Bank. On One of 
these indictments he gave a $3000 bond, 
and on the other three his personal rec- 
ognizance was accepted. 

The bonds were signed by L. B. Teb- 
betts, Nathan Frank, Lon V. Stephens, 
James F. Coyle and Jackson Johnson. 

Judge Trieber, after the grand jury 
report was made public, denied the 
motion filed by Lewis’ attorneys last 
week, asking that the Lewis cases be 
transferred from the District to the Cir- 
cuit Court.

Stormy Meeting Held at Chi- 
cago When Decision 
Is Made. 








MEN ARE 





Assert They Will Not Postpone 
Action After Next 
Monday. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 8.— The strike sched- 
uled to take place today in the offices 
of the Postal and Western Union Tele- 
graph here has been postponed for one 
week at the request of National Presj- 
dent S. J. Small, who wired from Gan 
Francisco asking for such action by the 
local union. 

When E. M. Moore, chairman of the 
local executive board, asked that the 
strike be postponed for one week, the 
wildest demonstration took place. Rad- 
ical members almoist§ succeeded in 
stampeding the meeting wilth cat calls 
of “cold feet,’’ cowards” and “weak 
ones,’ but when the action was ex- 
plained to the rank and file postpone- 
ment carried. There was not a member 
of the national executive board present 
who would admit he had _ courage 
enough to appear before the next meet- 
ing and ask that a further postpone- 
ment be granted. 


To Apprise Commissioner. 
understood Deputy President 
Konenkamp has signed a document 
guaranteeing that no strike will be 
called until Commissioner Neill has full 
knowledge of it. On the other hand 
President Clowry has guaranteed the 
comissioner that no discrimination will 
be made against any man until he has 
been apprised of such discrimination. 

Commissioner Neill will push his medi- 
ation efforts, beginning today. Meet- 
ings have been arranged between the 
commissioner and T. P. Cook, represent- 
ing the Western Union and W. I. 
Capen, representing the Postal com- 
pany, and with the three members of 
the international executive board and 
General Secretary Welsey Russell, 

G. Dal Jones, chief telegrapher of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers, said the 
action of Sunday's meeting could not be 
duplicated. 

“There will be no use in trying to 
drag a settiement through a number of 
weeks,’ declared Mr. Jones. ‘‘Settle- 
ment must be reached this werk if at 
all, and it is my belief Commissioner 
Neill will be successful. Concessions 
will have to be granted by both sides, 
but any settlement that does not allow 
exercise of union principles had better 
not be made.”’ 


Thinks Union Will Win. 

Deputy President Konenkamp said he 
was hopeful of final victory for the 
union, 

*‘We have had some disagreeable ques- 
tions to deal with,’ he declared, ‘‘and 
we have met them with mor. or less 
success. The companies do not like the 
idea of re-employing an operator whom 
they have discharged, even though the 
dismissal was solely on the grounds 
of too much unionism. It is hard to 
ask chief operators who have § dis- 
charged a man to reinstate that man 
and by doing so acknowledge unon 
power over their action, but it has to 
be done and when we get through with 
the present controversy I believe union 
men will be let alone as long as they 
do their work according to office ru'es. 
When they do not they can exyrect no 
help from the union, for we do not pro- 
pose to allow the union to become the 
means through which men can violate 
their obligations to their employers.” 

Regarding the mediation that will 
continue this week, neither Secretary 
Russell nor members of the board would 
say that will take place. Much will de- 
pend on the outcome of the meeting in 
San Francisco today. Should failure re- 
sult in President Small’s efforts to set- 
tle the strikeonthe coast,it is within 
his power to direct a strike in Chicago 
or in any other city without further de- 
lay.

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THE RIGHT SORT OF ‘ PARTISANSHIP. of 

Acting on the theory that “the party in pow- 
er is bound to cleanse itself,” partisans in Stone 
County, Missouri, has let in the light on the 
“Courthouse ring” and given political grafting a 
setback from which it is not lkely soon to re- 
cover in Stone County. 

As a beginning and an example, this publicity, 
with its result in the restoration of law, is worth 
at least as much to the future of the country 
as any work of the same kind which has been 
done in any large city of the United States. Dur- 
ing the period of lobby control of politics, with 
corporation lobbyists as county “bosses,” the 
“Courthouse ring” became an established insti- 
tution, working corruption not only for politics, 
but for business and social life. 

Few counties in Missouri, or any other State, 
wholly escaped this demoralizing influence. The 
embezziement of county funds shown to have 
been systematic in Stone County, is a compara- 
tively trivial detail of the general system of 
grafting and dishonesty which corporation boss- 
ism and lobby control made habitual in whatever 
party it found dominant and ready for its corrupt 
influences. 

The reform which begins at the County Court- 
house can do more for the United States and for 
civilization than any reform which begins at 
Washington. When the party in power actually 
begins to “cleanse itself’ at the County Court- 
house, it will cleanse the State capitals and the 
national capital also. : 

This sort of partisanship, this sense of parti- 
san responsibility has no other limit to its power 
for usefulness than its own earnestness in effort 
to show that honest partisanship means inde- 
pendent American manhood, controlled not by 
party bosses, but by the cohscience of self-gov- 
erning citizenship.

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“THE ELKINS LAW.” 

As a promoter of irresponsibility, Stephen B. 
Elkins began in the Southwest when it was being 
exploited by land rings, star-route rings and 
rings of all kinds. His training and his associa- 
tions with others educated in the same school 
made him a reputed millionaire, a United States 
Senator and t4«: author of the “Elkins law,” the 
operation of which is objected to by the Presi- 
dent of Princeton University on the ground that 
it is framed to protect dishonesty from the ordi- 
nary operation of law under which the penalty 
for fraud is imprisonment. He thinks that the 
operation of every ‘such law is to shield fraud- 
ulency from accountability. 

When such men as President Woodrow Wil- 
son of Princeton, thus recognize their own re 
sponsibility and meet it squarely, they insure a 
just, peaceable and progressive solution of what- 
ever problems the country was to solve. It is 
not merely the fraudulency of the country, but its 
honesty that must come to account for results. 
When honesty and intelligence do actually show 
themselves controlled by a full sense of responsi- 
bility, man by man for results, there will be small 
trouble in dealing with fraudulency. 7 

The final question of accountability is of the 
account honesty is to give of itself and of the 
method most effective in compelling it to feel 
that it is accountable and bound to account.

Reflections on Some Working Girls’ Conditions Written for the 
Post-Dispatch

“Tt takes the zeal out of my work,

To think that I must wash my face 
And dress myself each day.”’ 


ONCE knew a girl who always looked as though she felt that way. Her 
I name was Mabel, and she worked in a cotton mill as a ‘“‘drawer-in,”’ draw- 
ing in the myriad fine threads of the weft through the myriad fine 
threads of the woof of cotton cloth, ll hours a day, week after week, month 
after month, year after year. Mabel’s parents had been dwarfed in England by 
the moist, suffocating, lint-laden air, the shrieking noise and the strain of 
tending speed-up machines in the Lancashire cotton mills; so their daughter 
had not much of:an inheritance and was a tiny girl for her age. She sat 
hunched up on a high stool, deftly catching up threads with a sort of crochet 
needlé, never lifting her eyes, which constantly strained at her work through 
huge eyeglasses. 

Mabei’s diet was mainly bread and tea; she slept with three sisters in a 
small back room, with one window opening into a tenement house airshaft: 
and next to this room was that of the father, a drunkard, and the mother, 
who had tuberculosis. When I met Mabel she always said she was ‘‘feeling 
quite well,”’ but she is dead now. 

Like many, many other working girls, though sending out the thought of 
feeling quite well, Mabel failed to “demonstrate health.” Too many working 
girls enjoy poor health, and choose to commit suicide by means of dangerous 
factory and home conditions. In crowdeed workshops, where dusty panes of 

_ glass shut out air and sunshine, they are imprisoned ty day, breathing potson- 
ous fumes or running tremendous risks with unguarded machines. In crowded 
tenements at night they are imprisoned. 

Baths, far from being considered necessities, are rare luxuries. Daily fare 
consists of unlimited tea and coffee; canned goods, preserved with God knows

These girls seem to know little and care less about factory laws, which en-

So there are baseball fanatics who 
can recall and repeat the batting order 
of the Detroit champions of 1887 or the 
Chicago champions of the earlier "80s, 
but who could not give the correct bat- 
ting order of the Cubs, White Sox, 
Browns or Tigers of today without con- 
sulting a morning paper. Without dar- 
ing to attempt to settle the old young 
argument. Some one suggests the pos- 
sibility that the modern scientific game 
of baseball tends to minimize individua) 
and to emphasize team work. There is 
one point in the argument, however, 
which has been overlooked entirely, it 
seems. When arguing that there are 
fewer great players today than formrly 
the veteran disputant invariably in- 
cludes on his side all the great players 
of the last 20, yes, 30, years, and leaves 
his opponent only those of the immedi- 
ate present. It would be fairer to pit the 
stars of 1907 against those of 1877, or

The operation required two hours and 
at the end of that time over 4 square 
foot, or about one hundred and fifty 
square inches of skin, had been grafted 
on the burned sections of the patient.
